When ANACS launched its new holders in 
January, it said it would make good on any 
coins that were reholdered at a lower grade than 
the initial slabbing. 

David Percy said he sent in about 100 coins to 
be reslabbed. Six came back at a lower grade. It 
took a while, but David says ANACS made 
good on the coins and sent him a check for 
$3,300.

September presentation 

Gary Heberline talked about his latest 
collecting passion, bimetallics. 

Gary was hooked after seeing one of the first 
modem bimetallics - 1987 Italian 500 lire - a 
few years ago. 

Bimetallic coins date back to antiquity, but 
didn't really catch on until the 1980s when 
they exploded. 

Early bimetallics included a 1730 German 
copper coin with a silver plug, a 1625-49 
English farthing with a brass center and the 
1792 U.S. silver-center cent. 


He said 114 countries have issued 1,589 
bimetallic coins. He noted that tri-metallics 
have begun to appear. Gary, by the way, is 
selling his collection. The price will be in the 
range of $4,000 plus
